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Qpntkiua*tion of 2. NOTE: Regarding the amendments to claims 8 and 14. the amendments will not be entered since they are based 
upon the applicant's arguments in overcoming the prior art of record, thus further consideration and/or search would be required, since 
these limitations were not claimed previously. Regarding applicant's arguments with respect to claim 1, the applicant states that Kahn 
does not select a window based on information contained in the actual beam from the user's pointer device. The examiner disagrees as 
previously stated in the rejection the display identity detector (30) detects on which display the position the pointer of the remote is 
aimed, where the pointer indicates the desired by the user (col 4. line 4-18). Thus the sensor senses the identification of the beam and 
any action action if included in the beam for the respective window. It should be known that remotes whether RF or IF can send (where 
some may also received) commands via actuation of a key/button/selection. Thus Kahn clearly selects a window based on information 
within the beam, since the beam is used to select the window and also to select the appropriate action performed within the window.
